Naujr of the older generatioa in tkm country,

This remarkable man will be known in history 
as the last of the agrarian agitaton, as the foninier 
of the Nattanal AgrienHural Uaion, and aa three 
times memker of Pariianiotit. He was the sou of 
an agrieultnral laborer and began work os a birtl- 
aearcr at tight osata for a day of twelve hours. 

It Would be safe to say that no man did moro 
to better tk« tat of tho farm laborer. His fight k-os 
an up-hill fight against the prejudices and custom 
of centuries. And although it took a world con¬ 
flict to seenre for the tiller of tbe soil that sMssiire 
of revompenso to which hit tabor entitled him, the 
sueceediag years prior to the war saw rural con¬ 
ditions gradnally improving as a result of the 
pioneer work of Joaeph Arob. 

Nearly half s century baa elapsed since be 
formed the Farm Laborers’ Union and it waa in its 
way perhaps one of the strangest eampaigns of tho 
last, century. Moot of the taborera eould not read, 
alt the organisation was done by word of month, 
and the men aset—usually singing hymns with 
adopted words—ia orehards and fields and bams.

The Arst resolution to as follows: .

■ Whereas, the raid- ^r»on» evfhor nd 
desire either to spe^ or encooraffe 
tbelr children to speak tbe Rnfliah 
ffuaffe. to conform to British Ideals, or 
to adopt Canadian cittoeiwhlp. such 
os belnc by reaooa of retifflon.

"Therefore, be It resolverf. that this

selves to be enemtea of thto our land 
and undesirable clttaens; 

"And whereas, with the return of the 
Canadian army the continued presence 
of these enemy aUon* will provoke 
grave breaches of law and order;

Member of Chie Aaseeiation. 

Conaldcrablo discussion followed the 
Introduction of a motion nt last even¬ 
ing's meeting that the Comrades of the 
Qreat War toolate' themselvte as an 
brganimtlon. and that no dual mem¬ 
bership with other Mt-senrlce aasocl- 
btlons In thto I’rovlnce be permllfed 
their members. Bcveral comrades 
pointed out that a man could not be 
an enthusi n stio worker in two organ- 
toatlons, and It would be better fur 
their ■■ no ci atlon to arork on Its own.

Etrang# Ctoaerosity. 

In bringing the drst draft of the 
Bill before tbe. Commltteo. Mr. Han- 
nl^ton to ok fhe Aldermen by sur¬ 
prise»when he a n no u nced at com¬ 
mencement that It was propostd "to 
deal with soldiers generously at the 
MPOM* of tbe city, and not of the 
eoremmsnt" The Ttlll. said Hr 
IL-umlogton. provided for tbe eonspU- 
datlon of soMiers’ taxes i(p to the end 
of tfif. and allowed the soldiers ten 
years for tbe payment of the accumu¬ 
lated debt.
